Prompt surrender of the Ameri 


can soldier to Japan is urged by 
government attorneys to ease "in 
ternalional friction" and prevent 
"great cmbarrassmcnl" they say 
would result if this government 
were preventedJrom carrying out 
its commitment to Japan. 


Claim "Sacrifice" Move 


But altorneys tor Girard say 


lie is'being sacrificed to appease 
Japanese agitators and thus is a 
victim of what^they'call a "po- 
litical decision"" by the U.S. gov- 
ernment. His atlorneys want the 
Supreme Court to order Girard's 
release from Army custody at 
once, since no charge has been 
filed against him by the military. 


Girard, an A r m y , specialist 


third class from Ottawa, 111., is 
confined lo Camp Whiltinglon, a 
U.S. Army base 60 miles from 
Tokyo, where he was married last 
week to the former Haru (Candy)

This was only one voice in a swell- 
ing chorus ofcondcmnalion which 
already has branded Malenkov 
the chief organizer of Stalin's 1949 
Leningrad purge. For participa- 
tion in that, several security offi- 
cials were executed in December 
1954.

Health Organization ,lo check a 
panedemic, or worldwide epidem- 


"Asiatic Flu," as it has been 


dubbed in the headlines, is not 
regarded as particularly danger- 
ous. 
It is another respiratory dis- 


ease, virus, cold or whatever you 
want to call it. 


Deaths have been half of one per 
cent. 


But'a serious epidemic in an' 


area the size of New York City, 
with 10 million population, might 
mean up to 10,000 casualties. This 
is why precautionary measures 
are necessary. 


People arriving in this country 


by air from areas where the di- 
sease is prevalent are given 
warnings to report to health au- 
thorities if they develop flu within 
10-days. 


The Spanish flue pandemic of 


World War I took so many cas- 
ualties nof from the flu itself but 
from bacteria "riders" like pneu- 
monia. Today the new antibiotics 
take care' of these complications, 
so casualties should be further 
reduced. 


THERE AHE many varieties. 


The strain changes. This one can 
normally be cured and the fever 
ended by a few day's rest in bed 
with plenty of aspirin, say the 
doctors. 


Far Eastern medical statistics 
aren't too good. But in areas 
where the disease has been re- 
ported, it has alfecled only 15 la 
20 per cent of the population. 


DEVELOPMENT of a new ser- 


um to prevent the disease is the 
most dramatic scientific contribu- 
tion in the fight against the flu 
thus far. Two U. S. Army doc- 
tors obtained the first strains of 
Asiatic flu from throat washings 
of patients in Hong Kong. 


These strains were flown lo 


Walter Reed Army Medical Cen- 
ter in Washington. Here they 
were developed into a culture. 
Samples were then sent to six li- 
censed U. S. biological manufac- 
turers. 
•They developed serums which 
are now being tested at National • 
Institute of Health, Bethesda, Md. 
If they prove oul, three of the 
biological houses are ready to 
produce the serum in whatever

Influenza is most prevalent in 


fall, winter and spring. There is 
now more danger of its spread 
in Australia and South America, 
which are going into their winter, 
than in the northern summer. In- 
oculations should be made in Au- 
gust and September to have im- 
munity in .the fall-winter-spring 
flu season. 


During World War II, Army 


doctors developed a scrum effect- 
ive against half a dozen strains 
of flu, though not against all vir- 
icties. The Army rates it about 
70 per cent effective. 


This serum is give'n in a series 


of six or more shots in the late 
summer to develop protection for 
the 
colder months. Injections 


must be repeated annually, but 
may be reduced as the patient 
builds up' immunity. 


These flu shots have not been 


, widely accepted by the civilian 


population. But where effective 
they do reduce colds.
